WASHINGTON, June 22.— 
.A sweeping proposal to reduce 
the world’s arms by one third 
and lift a burden of from ten 
to fifteen billion dollars from 
the shoulders of the common 
man during the next ten years 
was advanced today by Pres­ 
ident Hoover. 
A year and two days after his 
momentous 
m oratorium 
proposal, 
the American President again pre­ 
sen* ed an unexpected and concise 
plan for dealing with one of the 
world's greatest barriers to peace— 
arm am ents. The proposal was pre­ 
sented to the world disarm am ent 
conference at Geneva today. 
Every kind of fighting weapon 
would be reduced or banned un­ 
der the proposal.
